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Abstract: Lepidoptera of Pakistan based upon the Info-system of the Cesa I-Geometridae. Cesa 
News 77: 1-76, 22 figs. 

This article deals with the Lepidoptera of Pakistan. It is based on the literary data, as well as the 
information of the Cesa collection based upon the expedition realized in 1987. In the part of 
Introduction, general faunistical and zoogeographical evaluations are made. Various lists of the 
genera of 51 families are given. 802 publications are listed and classified according to various 
bibliographical subjects. In the first part, 178 species of the family Geometridae are listed 
faunistically together with their synonyms, and distributional codes. Totally 8 genera, and 15 
species are new records to the fauna of Pakistan. Among them 22 species are illustrated.

Introduction 

Most of the territories of Pakistan, especially the places under the influence of the hot and 
humid climate are usually included in the Oriental Region. On the other hand, the northern area of 
the state, including Kashmir have the representatives of both regions, i.e., Palaearctic West-Central 
Asia, and Oriental Region. Therefore, the Lepidoptera fauna of Pakistan can be estimated by more 
than 6-7000 species. However, the present number of the known species, mentioned here, is very 
low. Although the present fauna have been better studied by the British lepidopterists during the 
late 19th century. It is an unfortunate that especially the moth fauna has been superficially studied 
in the 20th century. 
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The present part deals with the general evaluations of the lepidopterological bibliography, 
general aspects to the genera of the Lepidoptera fauna in 51 families, list of the family Geometridae 
together with the information on synonymies, codes 1 of the range of the species, as well as 
examined specimens, collected by the first author during his expedition to northern Pakistan in 
1987. 2 The materials are preserved in the collection of the Cesa. Some of the specimens were 
photographed by the second author. Identification of the specimens were made by the authors. 
Most of the collected and identified material are listed here for the first time. The non-identified 
specimens at the specific level will be separately evaluated. 

Concerning the lepidopterological fauna of Pakistan, 1307 species, belonging to 51 families, 
are currently recorded in Cesa info-system.s The butterflies are represented by 325 species, while 
the moths by 982 species. This information, accompanying with the evaluations of the collected 
material are given in this serial in parts. In the first part, the family Geometridae comprises 178 
species mostly based upon the published data. For this purpose, nearly 800 publications related 
direct or indirectly within this program are evaluated. 

Annotated Lepidopterological Bibliography of Pakistan 

Totally 802 items related with the Lepidoptera of Pakistan have been evaluated according 
to their contents.
